With other species the female is 


more bloodthirsty than her mate, The 
males of certain spiders and crickets 
are devoured by the female during 
the last stage of the nuptials. Typical 
in this respect are the habits of the 
praying-cricket (Mantis religiosa), 
observed by numerous scientists, | 

A female cricket of this species was 
put into a small cage whereto a male 
was introduced. As he approached 
the former, she immediately attacked 
him and snapped his head off, Be- 
headed but not discouraged, the gall- 
ant male continued his courting. Mar- 
riage took place but on the morrow he 
was devoured by the wife. 

In another case a second female was 
introduced into a cage where there 
were already a female and a _ male.! 
The intruder immediately separated 
the couple, engaged into a_ fierce 
struggle with her rival and subdued 
her. The terrified male retired into a 
corner from which he watched the in- 


truder calmly devouring his mate.

NEED MORE CATTLE STEAMERS 


Western Brokers Claim Only Six 
Now Available For Trade 


Neglect of the Dominion Govern- 
ment to subsidize ocean tramps to 
enter the Canadian cattle trade is 
strongly resented at Winnipeg. Brok- 
ers point out that only six tramp 
steamers are available to this trade, 
that two British companies have char- 
tered these boats and that the tramp 
steamer owners some months ago of- 
fered to pay half the cost of fitting up 
the boats to carry cattle if the Domi- 
nion Government would pay the other 
half. 

The Dominion Government’ was sil- 
ent on this issue, Today, as a conse- 
quence, the Canadian cattle export 
trade is limited only by the capacity 
of these steamers to carry cattle, They 
are scheduled to carry 450 each every 
three weeks to Britain all summer 
which will mean that a maximum for 
the year of 45,100 will be exported, 

Canada could easily export 100,000 
head it is claimed. The cost of fitting 
a boat is about $12 per head of cattle 
capacity. A boat big enough to take 
i) head would cost $6,000, A_ boat 
to carry 400 head would cost $4,800,

FEDERAL BROOD SOW POLICY 


Next Six Weeks Time To Select and 
Breed Select Bacon-Type 
Brood Sows 


How to make money out of hogs is 


a question most progressive fermers 


fare asking themselves these days, The 


evolution of the United Kingdom pol- 
icy for restricting imports from for- 
eign countries and increasing produc- 
tion within the Empire has already 
steadied bacon prices on the British 
bacon market, The creation of the 
Agricultural Stabilization Fund = in 
da which includes bacon and 
hams in the list of agricultural pro- 
ducts upon which payment in Canada 
for exports will be made on the basis 
of $4.60 to the pound will eliminate 
the uncertainty of exchange and in- 
crease the returns on bacon and hams. 

The recent rise in the price of hogs 


can be attributed in part to develop- 
ments following the Imperial Econo- 
mic Conference, both én Canada and 


Great Britain. Exports of bacon from 
Canada are on the increase but ex- 
ports may be doubled many times over 
before Canada reaches the limit of her 
export market provided for under 
Article ( of the Ottawa Agreements. 
If Canada increases her hog produc- 
tion and thereby increases her ex- 
ports of bacon and hams a new source 
of wealth will be tapped by the Domi- 


nion and Canadian farmers will be 
able to increase their farm returns 
from hogs. 

Success in hog raising depends 
largely upon the selection of select 


bacon-type sows which are capable of 
producing large litters which feed eco- 


nomically and grade out as select 
bacon hogs under the Hog Grading 
Regulations, 

Many farmers today have select 


quality sows and it is possible to select 
good gilts suitable for breeding pur- 
poses from hogs shipped to market, 
At present prices farmers who are in 
the market for better sows can secure 
specially selected gilts under the Fed- 
eral Brood, Sow Policy which will be 
free of charge and shipped to 
the local stations, half of the freight 
being paid by the Government, 

Sows purchased on order for farm- 
ers and bred between now and the 
second week in June will farrow be- 
fore or around the middle of Bepter 
ber, thus making it possible to turn 
in revenue from a litter within twelve 
months of date of purchage, Now 
would appe an opportune time to 
place orders for brood sows which can 
still be laid down in farmers’ hands 
at a cost ranging from $10 to $15 per 
head,
